The author, a wing com- 
mander in the R.A.F., has explained that in 
spite of the strength and the tremendous strik- 
ing power of the German air force, its failure 
was due largely to confused leadership and 
lack of coordination when the Nazis were on 
the defensive. The Luftwaffe came so close to 
success that its story constitutes another 
warning to the world not to let it happen 
again.

He has written a 
descriptive and well-balanced book contain- 
ing little controversial material on the dif- 
ferences and similarities of Russia and the 
U.S. The book adds very little new information 
on Russia, because it covers a period and sub- 
jects already written about by several other 
newspapermen, but it is popular in style and 
interesting to read.

Alma Mahler’s memoirs of her life with the 
Austrian composer-conductor are a _ record 
of personal and musical affairs of his last 10 
years. Mahler was already a well-known mu- 
sician in 1901 when he fell in love with the 
young Alma at a dinner party; his letters, that 
are included in this volume, are evidence of 
his continued devotion. The account is a re- 
vealing picture of Mahler and his contempo- 
raries; primarily for music collections.

Later as a Pinkerton 
detective in the North and a stock detective 
for cattle barons of the northern range, he 
really became a hired assassin and boastful 
killer. Although there is some glamorization 
in this recital of the life of a character of the 
wild West, his deeds are not condoned.
